roads would not admit of wheels, I 
-was compelled to go on horfeback; 
and when I had rode a mile eafy, 
(for it is only fince I took Tarwa- 
ter I could ride above a mile on 
horfeback) I found Iwas able to 
go fafter, and pat on fo faft, chat. I 
obferved by my watch, that I rode 
at the rate of 6 miles an hour. My 
journey was 36 miles, which I 
completed between the hours of 
10 in the morning and_4 in the 
afternoon, without drawing bridle; 
‘J refted one day, and came home on 
the 6th of November in the fame 
time.—This I declare upon my 
honour to be faét, and which was 
as great a furptize to myfelf as 
” others.” 

39. So extraordinary a cafe as 
‘this, and fo well vouched by the 
-patient himfelf, gives us reafon to 
‘believe, that any afthma whatfoe- 
ver may be cured by acourfe of 
Tarwater, and at the fame time 
fhews that people onght to wait for 
the effect of this medicine, and 
snot lay it afide on a fhort’ trial;

fmall-pox break out amongft them, 
and ina very fhort time no lefs than 
170 ill of it at once. 

43. The captain was under great 
concern, and fully expected, that, 
for want of room and neceffaries, he 
mult lofe the greateft part of them. 
A pesfon on board advifed him to 
infufe a quantity of Tar in water, 
and give it the flaves to drink, fay- 
ing it was praétifed in the fame cafe 
with good fuccefs: the Tarwater was 
prepared, but the fir to whom it 
was offered obftinately refufed it, 
and fo did many more; that man 
died i in 2 or 3 days, which the reft 
feeing, partly by perfuafion, part- 
ly by force, were all brought to 
drink. The good effeéts were fo 
plainly perceived by the peor crea- 
tures themfelves, that they came 
wpon deck, and crowding about a 
tub of Tarwater fet daily for them,

&@ peripneumony, or pleurify, about 
two years ago) and having alfo a 
violent cough, and ftrong night 
fweats, fymptoms of a deep decay, 
which quite emaciated him, Mr. 
Charles Smith, apothecary in Dax- 
garvan, ordered him to drink 'Tar- 
water, made with limewater, which 
is a great drier of ulcers: he had 
~ mot ufed it long, when he found 
his cough and other fymptoms left 
him entirely, and in a fhore time he 
grew furprizingly fat and healthy. 

112, Rich. Kearney, fervant to Mr. 
Barbon, in Dungarvan, was for ma- 
ny years afflicted with a cough and 
difficulty of breathing, which ar- 
rived at length to a confirmed and 
violent afthma, fo that.upon the 
jeaft preffure of the atmofphere he 
was conftantly vifited with his dif- 
order, anc difabled from rendering 
his mafter any fervice : about 4 


months fince, he began to drink — 


Tarwater, and had notufed it above 
a fortnight, when, to his furprize, 
he found a great heat and fcalding 
in his urine, and a Gonorrbaa of 
a molt virulent colour enfued, 
which fo frighted him, that he left 
of drinking the Tarwater; but 


wpon his urging him, he again took | 


to it, and in about a month, not only 
thefe fymptoms left him entirely, 
but, in a great meafure, his cough 
and afthma. He ftill ufes the Tar- 
water, and is much recruited in 
ftrength and fichh, fo that laft week 
he walked up a fteep hill nimbly in 
a few minutes, which, he affured 
me, before he took the Tarwater, 
he could not craw! up in an hour.

Waterford, from whence many of 
his tenants go yearly to the fifhety 
of Newfoundland, he obferved, that 
fuch of them as went out meagre 
and pale, like fkeletons, and trou- 
bled with itch and fcurvy, always 
returned fat, with ruddy complex. 
jons, and good health, notwith- 
ftanding their fatigues there; and 
on enquiry, found they all attribut- 
ed their recovery to their conftant 
drinking fpruce-beer ; for as foon 
as they arrive there they cut the 
branches of the black fpruce fir, 
and therewith make their beer; 
this they drink during their ftay, 
and in their return, bring great 
quantities of the branches with 
them to make fpruce-beer after 


their arrival, which they are very 


fond of; and, notwithftanding — 
they live on falt provifions many 


months, and have frequently thick 


fogs on the banks, yet they are no 
way troubled with fcurvy, itch, or 
any eruptions whatfoever. They 
fay farther, that the people are ve- 
ry prolific, and that no part of the 
world has fo many children as Sc. 
Fohn’s, in Newfoundland, confider- 
ing the number of inhabitants ; 


. probably from the conftant ufe of 


fpruce-beer, or their living fa 

mach on fifh, or both.” 

114. The way of their making /pruce- 
eer. 

Let 76 gallons of water be well 
boiled for 3 or 4 hours in a por, 
along with a good quantity of the 
branches of the black {pruce fir, cut 
into fhort pieces, as much as will 
fill the pot; it is boiled enough,” 

D whea 
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when the bark of the fpruce flips 
seadily off the fticks between your 
fingers. The {pruce is thengtaken 
out, and a gallon of molaffes ‘put to 
the water, which is fufficient.-to 
make a 6o gallon cafk, buta great- 
er quantity of molaffes for a larger 
cafk. The water is to be well 
ftirred, and well boiled once after 
: the molaffes is in 3 it muft then-be 


put into the cafk, which is to be - 


filled up with cold water, to be 
well ftirred with a flick at the 
bung, and, by.the help of old 
grounds remaining in the cafk, will 
immediately , ferment ; 
the bung is to be clofed up, and 
the day after will be fit for ufe.

She drank Tarwater for fe- 
vweral months; it ftruck fo virulent 
a humour-out in her face and arms, 
that no one could know her: fhe 
was not difcouraged, but continu- 
ed to drink it, and in a few months 
more her ikin was entirely clean.

- 145. Mr. Fones, of Grafton-fireet, 
near 70, who had for feveral years 
a violent althma, attended with a 
great cough, and frequent. {pitting 
of blood and corruption in great 
quantities, finds himfelf greatly re- 
heved, in every refpeét, by Tarwa- 
ter; and he neither fpit corrup- 
tion nor blood laft winter. 

146. Mr. Wollafton, of Trim, 
clerk to Mr. Jultice York, afthmatic 
for along time, and’ not able to 
live in Dublin, was relieved by 
Tarwater in fix weeks time, and 
continues well. Thus far Dean 
Madden. . 
147. The wife of Mr. Wm. Firz- 
gerald, of Baliyrone,in Queen's Coun- 
ty, was for 7 years affliéted with 
violent hyfterics, pain and wind in 
her bowels, which often deprived 
her of her underftanding, fo that 
fhe was utterly incapable of mind- 
ing her affairs, anda fervant was 
employed to prevent her lay- 
ing violent hands on herfelf.

fuet to it, and having gently 
boiled and mixed them well toge-, 
ther, the made a plaifter and fpread 
it thin on linen, and applied it to, 
the running fore as hot as the child 
could bear ; the effect was, that in 
to days time all the fores were 
healed up, and the arm entirely 
cured, and continued fo ever after. 
t4Q. Letter from the Rev. Mr. Ro-. 
bert Brereton, of Barton, iz the 
County of Cork, Nov..9, 1745... 
« Thad been greatly afflited witha 
jaundice for 2 or 3 years, which re-. 
turned on me feveral times in that 
period, and was always attended 
with exceeding lownéfs of-{pirits. I 
was advifed by my phyficians to 
enter on a courfe of fteel prepara- 
tions; but unwilling to undergoa 
- tedious courfe of phyfic, I had re- 
courfe to Tarwater, from which in 
5 or 6 weeks I found great relief, 
and at length a perfect ftate of health 
and good fpirits, which I now enjoy. 
150. Mr. Ralph Crofts, of Lifcar- 


rod, in the County of Cork, above 70,

‘My davghter Mary, about 11 
‘years old, had laf May a iever, at- 
ter which fhe was entirely de- 
prived of the ufe of her tongue and 
limbs, being unable to {peak, ftand, 

ut her hand to her mouth, all 
hehoies faking with the pally. 

- She took medicines - ‘prefcribed by 

a phyfician, and was often exercif- 

ed-in open air, but all to no pur- 

pofe.’ We, put her intova courfe of 
‘Tarwater the beginning of Now. 
jalt, and fhe has-ever fince drank 

a quart a day, which, in’s wecks, 
‘has fo far recovered her, that fhe 
_-ean {peak and read plain, feed her- 
elf, ttand and walk without:help, 
and even go up and down ftairs, 
40 the amazement of all thofe who 
had feen hercarried about dumb 
and helplefs like an infant.

Tarwater, dated Dec. 20, 1745. 

A youth about rs, being feized 
swith a feverin April, 1745, an old 
French woman, who was appoirited 
fo attend him, with direCtions to 
give him Tarwater-(the only medi- 
cine prefcribed) about a pint every 
hour, gave him a much {malier 
quantity, and indulging ‘his appe- 
tite, fed him fecrétly five days to- 
gether with roait beef, feafoned 


pye, cheefe, ale, and fait like di- 


et, initead of water-gruel, which 
alone had been ordered. Say 

162. This univatural diet terri: 
bly inflamed his fever, fo that for 13 
days together he took no nourifh- 
a@isntof any kind but ‘Larivater,

delirious. 
-water could not be given, he was 
‘then bliflered, and the blifters not 
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whereof he drank abouta gallon 
every day, which imade him fleep, 
and kept up his {piriis in a furpriz- 
ing manner. Having fo long lalted, 
he at length took a little Naples bil- 
cuit, with 2 or 3.{poaniuis ot fack 
and. water, which increafed his fe- 


“wer, and .difordered his head; but 


he was {cen quieted by Tarwater.

‘163. After this, his diftemper 
took feveral ftrange and violent 


‘torns, being fometimes attended 


with the wor fymptoms. He was 
at times {pcechlefs, convuiled, and. 
In the delirium T ar- 


rifing,: he was brought, with fome 


eat ys to crigk his Tarwater 


effect. And in general, upon ne- 
glecting to give him TYarwater, the 


“feverifh fymptoms of heat, anxiety 
-and difficult refpization, became ve- 


ry troublefome, being conftanily 
heightened by omitting, and as 


~conftantly allayed by returning to 
drink it. 


-164. This illnefs lated 10 weeks, 
and probably fuch a cafe was never — 
known before, fur 1 believe no 
patient was ever dieted in the firlt 
days ofa fever on fuch firong food, 
which nature is accuftomed to loath 
at thofe feafons. But Tarwater 
gives an appetite, even in fevers, 

165. Tarwater, during its long 
confli& with the venom of the dif- 
eale, operated in divers manners, 

as 
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as a cardiac, diaphoretic, fudorific, 
emetic, Carminative and paregoric, 
feeming to adapt itfelf to the feveral 
fymptoms and ilages of his malady, 
and forue moft part gave hima 
great flow of {pirits, a florid lively 
look, a cican well-coloured tongue, 
with fuch vigour in his vaice and 
eyes as aftonifhed all who faw him, 
and knew how long he had been 
—il!, end how little nourifhment he 
had taken. On fome days he drank 
greedily, even 10 or 12 quarts of 
‘Tarwater, calling for it with great 
impatience, even though it vomit- 
ed him ; wheréas, both before and 
after his ‘Mnefs, he fhewed the great- 
eft loathing of it. 
166. In the laft ftage of the fe- 
ver, his face. and body fwelled, 
an eruption all over both, like co- 
hering {mall-pox, which lafted a 
week, Forzor 3 3 days of this pe- 
riod, he drank iparingly of Tar- 
water, perhaps not more than a 
quartaday. But during all that 
time, he conftantly, by his own 
choice, held his mouth to the fpout 
of atea-pot half filled with hot Tar- 
water, fucking the vapour, which, 
he faid, he found very comfortable. 
- 167. At the clofe of the tenth 
week, he fell into a moft copious 
Sweat, and next day his puitules 
were gone, his fever left him, not 
{piritlefs, puny and pale, but as 
lively and hail, in appearance, as 
ever, though after an illne{s that for 
length of time and variety of def- 
perate fymptoms furpaffed any I 
remember to have met with in the 
hiftory of fevers. 

168. He did not continue in 
this healthy ftate, for the very fame 
day he expreffed earnett defire to 
change his bed and linen, and al- 
though it wasdone with rhe utmoft 
caution, yet itgave hima frefh cold, 

which feized his head, and produced

a new fever, with a raving that con; 
tinued many weeks, in all which 
time he could not be prevailed on 
to take one glafs of Tarwater. But 
at length, by a proper ufe of affes 
milk, and ground ivy, with a care- 
ful regimen, be was recovered, fo ~ 
that he was per!uaded to drink daily 
4 glafles of Tarwater, which, with 
God’s blefling, reftored his ftrength; 
and completed his recovery. 
169. Col. Fobn Cufiis, ot William/- 
burgh, in Virginia, one of the coun- 
cil of that province (as he writes, 
Fuly10,1745,toMr. Peter Collinfon, 
of Grace-church freet, London) gota 
great cold, which threw him into the 
chin or hooping cough, whichcaufed 
‘cruel fevers ; when the cough was 
one, he was troubled with a prodi- 
gious fpitting, and having taken 
great dofes of elixir of vitriol to al- 
lay hisintenfe thirft in his burning 
fever, it forelaxed his falival glands, 
that he feared they would nevercome 
to their due tone again, nor perform 
their proper offices: he had fludied 
phyfic more than 4 years, and had 
the opinion of Dr. Broan, of Mary- 
land, deemed the greateft phyfician 
in America, that the feat of his dif- 
temper lay in his falivary glands, 
and that it was. dangerous to ftop the 
{pitting. This he found by woful 
experience, having ftopt it by taking 
an ounce of diacodium going to bed, 
which flung him into fevers, faint- 
ings, and many other diforders, fo 
that he was obliged to procure the 
{pitting again; he was once fo re- 
Guced, that he could not get up 
when down, nor was able to put 
on his cloaths, and had no appetite 
for any fort of food. But reading 
one day in the magazine (fays he) 
I found the virtues of Tarwater, 
which I verily believe faved my 
life. Ihad not taken it a week, 
before 1 began to have am appetite 
to

to vidtuals, and continued taking it 
3 months, night and morning, 
which miraculoufly reftored me;

170. The Rev. Mr. Syon Hill, 
Chaplain to the work-houfe in Dzd- 
Jin, having had great opportuni- 
ties of knowing the effects of Tar- 
water, both in the faid houfe, and 
all over the city, where he had 
difperfed above 1000 gallons, has 
communicated the following cafes : 

In April, 1744, after reading the 
treatife on Tarwater, curiofity, as 
“well as humanity, prompted me to 
make trial cf its effeéts ; having it 
in my powcr, as chaplain to the 
work-houfe, to make experiments 
ona great many {ubjeéts, who were 
long troubled with cutaneous, 
fcrophulous and chronical diforders. 

172. 1 picked out 4 of the molt 
afflicted, to whom, for 4 days, Iad- 
gins henna Tarwater : the fuccefs 
fo furprized me, that having at that 
time'a fore throat, I ventured to 
take it alfo 3 ana with fome pain, 
(my throat being inflamed) I got 
down half a pint; after which, I 
could {wallow without the leaf 
diffcuity, From this aftonifhing 
experiment, J conceived joyful 
hopes of this powerful medicine ; 
accordingly, I took it for 3 days af- 
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ter, twice each day: it fo wroughe 
me the third day, I was not able to 
fit, by reafon of the acrimony of 
the difcharge. But I fluck to my 
medicine, and the fourth.day per- 
ceived myfelf without any manner 
of complaint; and, I thank God, 

have continued io ever anes

173. The great benefit I received 
from Tarwater, induced me, for 
the general goed, to make it for poor 
people, to whom have diftributed 
above joco gallons, without any 
complaint yet, but with great ac- 
knowledgments. 

174. Ihave been 8 years chap- 
Jain tothe city work-houfe, in all 
which time the children have been 
forely aflited with an inflammato~ 
ry itch, or feurvy, which we could 
never get entirely cured. I often 
complained to the proper officer, 
who once aflured me, ali the drugs 
in the apothecary’s fhop would not 
cure them, whillt the children were

all hope. ‘Neverthelefs, by taking 
Tarwater a week, the recovered 
wonderfully ; and by continuing 
at, her fores foon dried and-{caled 
off, and fhe looked as one out of 
the {mall-pox; her appetite return- 
ing, fhe revived immediately, and 
isat this day, May the 6th, 1745, 
one of the ftrongeft children in cur 
noufe. 

176. John Hall, about 9 years 
old, in April, 1744, could neither 
dleep, nor eat fufficient to keep him

her face and jaws madea great dif- 
charge of matter, and in ita flat 
-bone about an inch long, not quite 
fo broad, black and jagged = after 
which fhe grew well, and is very 
little disfigured, and by poe nee 
to drink Tarwater, was perfectly 
cured of the evil. 

179. Alad, fon to a'fervant of 
Alderman Kase Dublin, received a 
contufion in one of his hands ; his 
cure not perfected, the fore broke 
out again on the back of his hand; 
and in his heel, both thought incu- 
rable, but fubmitted to Tarwater. 

180. Ann Maddin, filter to a 
woman who nuarfes for Mr. Putland,

appeared in anew form; he had 
great difficulty of breathing, fo that

he could not lie down in his bed 


for 6 weeks, his belly was drawn 


up, and he fuffered great pains ; 
the phyfician cailed it a contraion 


of the bowels ; he could not fleep, 


by reafon of his pains and difficulty 
of breathing, and though he tock 
many compofing draughts, which 
made him doze, he got no refrefh- 
meat: he went through the com- 
mon courfe of phy fic, vomiting and 
other prefcriptions, without relief; 
his cafe was judged defperate, and 
he was adviied to go into the coun- 
try and drink milk, which might 
prolong his life for fome time, but _ 
without any hopes that he could 
lat long.

great fatigues, {alt provifions, clofe 
fuffocating air in the .fhips, &c. 
which produce fevers, calentures, 
fcurvies of feveral ikinds, ulcers, 
running fores, loofenefs of their 
tecth, and -many other diforders, 
for which having little or no pro- 
vifion of medicines, great numbers 
of them perifh miferably. Now as 
experience fhews that Tarwater 
eures thole diforders, every fhip 
Should have feveral barrels of good 
Tar, and a vefflel of Tarwater al.

ed as inftances of the virtues there- 
of, were not mentioned in Siris. 
On this omiffion they triumphed, 
and treated the whole with ridicule. 
But this narrative fufficiently fup- 
plies that defe&t, and is the beft 
anfwer to all their objections, which 
are directly againft matter of fact. 

323. It is very probable that l 
fhall be condemned by. fome, for 
being fo greatly poflefled in fa- 
vour of Tarwater. I own Iam, 
but-it is for the beft reafon in 
the world. Iam fully convinced 
of its efficacy. Ifthere areany who 
have doubts, they may repair. to, 
6r write tothe patients themfelves, 
whofe names and places of abode 
are herein mentioned for that very 
purpofe, and be fully fatisfied of the 
truth of all or any of the cafes 
herein related, which it would have 
been very wrong, and even crimi- 
nal in me to have fuppreffed. 

324. The variety of thefe cafes 
will direct any perfon where to 
find a cute in particular diforders, 
for which they might not other-. 
- wife think of Tarwater. 

325. After the foregoing theets 
were printed off, the following 
cafes came to my knowledge. 

326. Martha Quarle, about 11 
years old, now living in Dolphin’s- 
barn Jane, {oon after the hard froft, 
was afflicted with running fores, 
and holes in one of her hands and 
arms, and under one of her eyes, 
which continued to increafe, info- 
much that it infected her upper 
jaw; fhe was fent to Mercer's hof- 
pital, where fhe flaid three weeks, 
and the fore under her eye wasa little 
healed; butin a fortnight after fhe 
Jeft the hofpital, it broke out again, 
and a {plinter of a bone came off 
from her hand. In 1744, her pa- 
rents gave her T'arwater, halfa pint

Murray, in 
Black-horfe Jane, had sunning fores 
in his hands and legs foon atiertne 
great froft, fo that he was not able 
to ftir a foot, and had great pains 
in his head for a year. The boy 
drank Tarwater, which in a fort- 
night’s time carried off the pains, 
and then applied the tar plaifter ta 
the foresa little hefore laft Chrif- 
mas, whereby all the fores are heal- 
ed up, leaving marks in his arm. 


He ftill drinks Tarwater, and finds 


himfelf very hearty. 

328. Agentlewoman, aged 21 
years, from 3 years old had arun- 
ning evil in one of her hands, and 
h2rjaws. She wasat the waters of 
Loughleab, and long under the care 
of furgeons without benefit. Splin- 
ters of bone came from her hands. 
In. 1744, fhe drank Tarwater 
in {mail quantities, and applied 
tne plaiiter of tar, which in four 
months time healed them up, and 
fhe is now perfeétly well, 

329 James Moony, fhoemaker, in 
Stafford-freet, in the winter after 
the great froft, was affidled with 
running fores, which broke out in 
his left hand, and in his back, and 
difabled him from following hie 
trade, and for which he tried 
many things. without any benefit. 
He attended at the infirmary on the 
Inns-quay, for 2 months, where ma- 
ny furgeons pratifed upon him; 
bot got no relief, and was at laf 
told by them, that there was no 

other 
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other remedy. than.to cut off his 
hand above the wrift: upoa which, 
he attended no more. Butin Aug. 
3745, he wasadviled to drink Tar- 
avater ; which he did for 2 months,

effect was, that the fores began to 
Seal in the fecand- month, and mok 


of them were healed up in thevend 


#@f that month, and he recovered 
his appetice and fpirits, and then 
faid afide Tarwater, before he was 
perieGly cured, having two fmiall 
forcs not quite healed ; but be has 
began to dink it again, and finds 
himfelf much better, and hopes to 
perfeet his cure in a littie time. 

390. It is probable thefe 4 pa- 
tients would have been fooner 
cured, if they had taken Tarwater in 
greater plenty ; half a pint a day 
was too little: in fuch grievous 
cafes, @ quart.@ day fhould have 


been taken, which might have reco-. 


wered the patients in half the time, 
as we findin f#&. 249, 250, 251, 
255, and the water fhould not have 
been laid afide till they were per- 
fetiy cured. . 

338. In fome hofpitals, where pa- 
tients have had their hands, arms 
ar legs, fwvollen and inflamed with 


terrible running fores, which ate. 


3ntothe bones, acd which could not 
be cured by any of their medicines, 
the furgeons wel) ‘killed in fuch 
cafes, for fear of 2 gangrene or mor- 
 gification, fometimes cut off the 
limb; which, if it doth not end 
with the death of the patient, re- 
duces him at ieaft to want and beg- 
gary. Several patients mentioned 
dn this narrative were condemned 
eo the knife, as the only means. to

fave their lives, yet they were af- 
terwards recovered by the ufe of 
Tarwater, and perfetly reltored to

332. The murrain, which rages 
among the horned cattle, appears 
by its fymptoms to be a kind of 
fever; it is recommended that 
Tarwater be tried in the follow- 
ing manner: ‘ Let the fick beak 
have poured down its throatia quart: 
of warm Tarwater, made ftronger 
than ufual, by ftirring each gallon 
$ or ro minutes, and this to be re- 
peated every hour or two for the 
fri day, while the beaft is awake. 
On the fecond, let one half of the 
former quantity be given, and on 
the third day, half of that which 
was given on the fecond: which 
Jaft quantity is to be continued till 
the cure is perfected ; during 
which time, the beaft fhould be 
houfed, and lie warm.” Ihave no 
experience cf the fuaccefs of this 


method,"as there is no infe€tion of 


that kind in this kingdom, but re- 
commend it from the analogous ef- 
fe&s that Tarwater hath in curing 
fevers and infedtions. é;

A Letter fo Tuomas Paro, Efq; from the Author 
of Siris; containing fome further Remarks on the Vir- 
sues of TaRrwattR, and the Methods of preparing 
and ufing it.

Nothitig is more difficult and difagreeable, than to argue men out of their pre- 
juiices’; 1 foall not, therefore, enter into controwerfies on this fubjelt, but if’ 
men difpute azd obje&, foallleave the decifion to time and trial.

“2. AMONG the great numbers who drink Tarwater in Dublin, your 
Fetter informs me, there are fome that make or ufe it in'an undue manner. 
To obviate thefe inconveniences, and render this water as generally ufe- 
ful as pofible, you defire I would draw up fome general rules and re- 
marks ina {mall compafs, which accordingly [here fend you. | 

2. Pour a gallon of cold water on a quart of liquid tar, in aglazed 
@atthen veffel ; ftir, mix and work them thoroughly together, with @ 
wooden ladle, or flat Rick, forthe {pace of sor 6 minutes. Then let 
the veffel ftand clofe covered three days and nights, that the tar may have 
full time to fubfide. After which, having firtt carefully thimmed 
it, without moving the veffel, pour off the clear water, and keep it im 
bottles well corked for ufe: this method will produce a liquor ftronger 
than that firft publifhed in Sérés, but not offenfive, if carefully tkim- 
med. It is a good ‘general rule, but as ftomachs and conftitutions arc 
various, it may admit of fome latitude. Lefs water, or more ftirring,, 
makes it ftronger ;. as more water, or lefs ftirring, makes it weaker. Itia 
to be noted, that if feveral gallons are made at once in the fame veilel, you 
muft add 5 or 6 minutes ftirring for every gallon.s/Thus two gallons of 
water, and 2.quarts of tar, require 10 or 12 minutes Rirring. 
gm - The fame tar will not dofo wella fecond time, but may ferve for 
other common ufes :“the putting of tar that hath been ufed, for frefis 
ter, would be a bad fraud. ‘To prevent which, itisto be noted, thee 
tar already ufed is of a lighter brown than other tar. Theonly tar thac 
I have ufed, is that from our northern colonies in America, and. that from 
Norway ; the latter being thinwer, mixeth eafier with water, and feems te 
have more fpirit. Ifthe former be:made ufe of (a3 Thave known it with 
good fuccefs) the T'arwater will require longer flirting to make it. 

4. Tarwater, when right, is not paler than French, nor deeper colour- 
ed than Spanifo white-wine, and full as clear ; if there be not a fpirit ve- 
ty fenfibly perceived in drinking, you may conclude the Tarwater is not 
good ; if you would have it good, fee it made yourfeif. -Thofe who 
begin with it, little and weak, may by habit come to drink: more, and 
‘ftronger. According to the feafon, or the humour of the patient, it may 
be drank either cold or warm: in colics, I take itto be bet warm, If 
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it difgufts a patient warm, let him try it cold, and aice verfa. If at firft 
it creates, to fome fqueamifh perfons, a little ficknefs at flomach, or naw- 
feating, it may be reduced both in quality and quantity. In general, 
{mall inconveniences are either removed, or borne with {mall trouble; 
it lays under no reftraint, as to air, exercife, cloaths or diet, and may be 
taken at all times of the year. Ue 

5. Astothe quantity in common chronical indi/pofitions, one pint of Tar- 
water a day may fuffice, taken on an empty ftomach, at 2 or 4 times, to 
wit, night and morning, and about 2 hours after dinner and breakfaft; 
more may be taken by itrong flomachs. Alteratives in general, taken in 
{mall dofes, and often, mix beft with the blood ; how oft, or how ftrong 
each ftomach can bear, experience will fhew. Butthofe who labour un- 
der great and inveterate maladies, mult drink a greater quantity, at leatt 
one guart every 24 hours, taken at 4, 6 or 8 glaffes, as beft-fuits the cir- 
cumitances and cafe ofthe drinker. All of this clafs muft have much 
patience and perfeverance in the ufe of this, as well as of all other medi- 
cines, which if fure and fafe, muft yet, from the nature of things, be 
flow in the cure of inveterate chronical diforders. In acute cafes, fevers 
of all kinds, it mutt be drank in bed warm, and in great quantity (the fever 
ilill enabling the patient to drink) perhaps a pint every hour, which I have 
known to work furprizing cures. But it works fo quick, and gives fuch 
Spirits, that the patients often think themfelves cured before the fever 
hath quite leftthem. Such therefore fhould not be impatient to rife, or 
apply themfelves too foon to bufinefs, or their ufual diet. 

6. Tofome, perhaps, it may feem, thata flow alterative, in chroni- 
eal cafes, cannot be depended on in fevers and acute diftempers, which 
demand immediate relief. But I affirm that this fame medicine, which 
is a flow alterative in chronical cafes, I have found to be alfoa moft im- 
mediate remedy, when copioufly taken, in acute and infammatory cafes, 
Ic might indeed be thought rath to have tried it in the molt threatening 
fevers and pleurifies without bleeding, which in the common practice 
would have been held neceflary. But forthis I can fay, that I have pa- 
tients who would not be bled, and this obliged me to make trials of Tar- 
water without bleeding, which trials ] never knew unfuccefsful. The 
fame Tarwater I found a flow alterative, anda fudden febrifuge. If the 
reader is furprized, I own myfelf to be fotoo. But truth is truth, and 
from whatever band it comes, fhould be candidly received. If phyfi- 
cians think they have aright to treat of religious matters, I think I have 
an equal right to treat of medicine. . | 

7. Authority I have no pretence to; but reafon is the common birth- 
right of all: my reafons [ have given:in Siris: my motives every one 
will interpret from his own breaft ; but he muft own himfelf a very bad 
man, who, in my cafe (that is, after long experience, and under full 
conviction of the virtues and innocence of Tarwater) would not have 
done as much. All men are, I will not fay allowed, but obliged to 
promote the common benefit; and, for this end, what I could not in 
confcience conceal, that 1 doand fhall publicly declare, maugre all the 
fpleen and raillery of a world, which cannot treat me worfe than it hath 


done my betters. : : 
| 8. Ag 
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8. Asthe morning’s draught is moft difficult io nice fomachs, fuch 
May leffen, . or even omit it at the beginning, or rather poftpone it till 
after breakfalt, and take a larger dofe at night. The diltance from meal- 
time need not be more than one hour, for common ftomachs, when the 
liquor j is well.clarified and fkimmed.. The oil that floats onthe top, and 
was thimmed off, fhould be carefully laid by, and kept for outward fores. 
In the variety of cafes and conflitutions, it is not amifs that there fhould 
be different manners of preparing and taking Tarwater : trial will direct 
to the beit. Whether there be any difference between old tar and new tars 
or which of all the various tars produced from different trees, or in differ- 
-ent.parts of the world, is moft medical, future trials. muft determine. 

I have made a fecond fort of Tarwater, to be ufed externally, as a 
wath or lotion, for the itch, feabs, ulcers, evil, leprofy, and all fuch foul 
cafes, whichI havetried with very good faccels, and recommend it to 
the trial of others. For inveterate cafes of that kind, Tarwater fhould be 
drank, a quart every 24 hours, at 4, 6 or 8 glaffes ; ; and after this hath 
-been done, at leaft fora fortnight, the lotion is to be applied outwardly, 
and warm, by hathiag, fomenting, end fleeping, and this feveral times 
in the 24 hours, to heal and dry up the fores, the drinking being {till con- 
tinued. This water, for external ufe, is made in the following manner : 
pour z quarts of boiling hot water on a quart of tar, ftir and work ie 
Atrongly, with a flat, flick, or ladle, for a-fall quarter of an hour; let it 
fland 6. hours, then pour it off, and keep i it clofe covered for ufe. It may, 
be made weaker or ftronger, as there is occafion. 

10. From what I have obferved of the /otion, I am inclined to think, 
it may be worth while, in obftinate and cutaneous ailments, leprofy, and 
eweakne/sof limbs, to try a bath of Tarwater; allowing a gallon of tar to every 

10 gallons of boiling hot water; flirring the ingredients a full half hour ; 
fuffering the veffel to ftand 8 or 10 hours, before the water is poured off, 
_and ufing the bath alittle more than milk warm. This experiment may 
be made.i a different proportions of tar and water. In Dud/in many. 
cafes occur for trial, which are not to be met with in the country. 

11. My experiments have been made in various cafes, and on many 
_perfons; and I make no doubt its virtues will {oon be more fully difco- 
_vered, as Tarwater is now growing into general ufe, though not withoue 
that oppofition which ufually attends upon novelty. The great objection 
I find made to this medicine is, that it promifes too much. What! fay 
_the objectors, do you pretend to a Panacea ? athing flrange, chimerical, 
_and contrary tothe opinion and experience of all mankind! Now, ta 
fpeak out, and give this objection or queftion a direct an{wer, I freely 
own, that I /u/pe@ Tarwater isa Panacea. I, may be miftaken, but itis 
swworth. trial; for the chance of fo great and general benefit, JT am willing 
to ftand the ridicule of propofing it. And as the old philofopher cried. 
-aloud,.from the houfe-tops, to his fellow citizens, educate your children 3 
fo, I confefs, if I had a fituation high enough, and a voice ‘!oud enough, 
L would cry out to all valetudinarians upon earth, drink Tarwater. — 

exz. Having thus frankly owned the charge, . I mutt explain to yous 
that by a panacea is not meant a medicine which cures all individuals, 


(this confifts not with mortality) buta medicing that cures gr relieves all 
i “the 
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the different {pecies of dikempers : and if God hath given us fo great a* 
blefling, and made a medicine fo cheap and plenty as Tar, to be withal 
fo univerfai in its effeéts, to cafe the miferies of human life, fhall men be 
ridiculed or bantered out of its ufe, efpecially when they run no rifque 
in the trial? for J can truly affirm, that I never knew any harm attend if; 
more than fometimes.a little naufea, which, if the liquor be well clear- 
ed, fkimmed and bottled, need not, Ithink, be apprehended. 

13. It mut be owned | have not had opportunities of trying it myfeif 
jn. all cafes, neither will Tundertske to demonftrate a priori, that Tar- 
water isa panacea. But yet, methinks, ] am not quite deftitute of pro- 
bable reafons, which, joined’to what facts L have obferved; induced meio 
entertain fuch a fuflpicion. . 

14. L knew Tar was ufed'to preférve cattle from contagion ; and this 
may be fuppofed to have given rife to that praétice of drinking Tarwater: 
for a prefervative againit the /mal/-pow. But asthe ‘Tarwater uled for 
ghat purpofe was made by mixing equal quantities of tar‘and water, it 
proved a mott cffenfive potion ; befides, as a frefh’ glafs of water was: 
put in for each glafs that was taken out, and ‘this, for many days, on the 
fame Tar, it followed that the water was not equally impregnated with 
the fice volatile {pirit, though all alike itrongly faturated with grofs par- 
ticles.

15. Having found this-nanfeous draught very-ufeful againft the /mall- 
pox, to as many as could be prevailed on to take it, I began to confider 
the nature of Tar. Ireflcf&ted that Tar is a balfam flowing from tlre 
trunks of aged ever-greens; that it refills putrefa€tion ; that it hath the’ 
virtues of turpentine, which, in medicine, are known'to be very great 
and manifold ; but [ obferved withal, that the turpentines, or balfams, | 
are very offenfive in the taking: I therefore confidered diftinétly the fe- 
veral conftituent parts of balfams ; which were thofe wherein the medi- 
eal virtues refided, and which were to be regarded rather as a vifcous ma- , 
trix, to receive, arreft and retain the more volatile and active particles ; ;

 confidered, that nature was the beft chymilt and preparer of medicines, 
and thatthe fragrance and favour of Tar argued yery active qualities:

16. Thad, of along time, entertained’ an opinion, agreeable to the 
fentiments of many ancient philofophers, TAat fire may be regarded as the 
animal fpirit of this wifthle world. And it feemed to me, that the attract- 
ing and fecreting of this fire in the various pores, tubes and ducts of ve- 

-getables, did-impart their fpecific virtues to each kind; that this fame- 
light, or fire, was the immediate inftrumental or phyfical caufe of fenfe 
and motion, and confequently of life and bealth to animals ; that on ac- 

~ count of this folar light, or fire, Phebus was, in the ancient mythology,. 
repated the god of medicine : which light, as it ts leifurely introduced, 
and.fixed in the vifcid juice of old firs and pines, fo the fetting it freé ins 
part, that is, the changimg its vifcid for a volatile vehicle, which may 
mix with water, and convey it throughout the habit copioufly and inof- 
| . fenifively, 
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‘fenfively, would be of infinite ufe in phyfic, extending to all cafes what- 
foever, inafmuch as all diftempers are, in effect, a Rruggle ‘between the 
wis vite and the peculiar miafma, or fomes morbi; and nothing ttrength- 
-€ns nature, orlends fuch aid and vigour to life, as a cordial which doth 
*mot Heat. : 

17. The'folarlight, in great quantity, during the fpace of many fuc- 
-cellive years, being attracted and detained in the juice of ancient ever- 
greens, doth form and lodge itfelf in an oil fo'fine and volatile, as thall 
mix well with water, and lightly pafs the prime vie, and peneirate every 
part and capillary of the organical fyftem, when once exempt and freed 
from the grofler naufeous refin. {t will not therefore feem unrealonable, 
to whoever is acquainted with the medical virtees of turpentine in fo 
many diffvrent diltempers, for which it hath’ been ‘celebrated both by 
ancient and modern phyficians, and withal refle€ts on the naulea, or 
Clog, that prevents their full operation and effect on the hunran bodys 
it.will not, I fay, feem unreafonable to fucha one to fuppole, that, if 
this ‘fame clog were removed, numberlefs cures might be wrought ia a 
great variety of cafes. | 

18. The defideratum was, how to feparate the adtive particles from the 
heavy vifcid tubftance, which ferved to attract and retain them, and fo 
to order matters, that the vehicle of the fpirit fhould not, on the one hand, 
be volatile enough to efcape, nor, on the other, grofs enough to offend. 
For the performing ofthis, [have found a moft eafy, fimple, and effec- 
tual method, which furnifhed a potable inoffénfive liquor, clear and fine 
as the beft white wine, cordia! and flomachic, to be kept bottled, as be- 
‘ing endued with avery fenfible (pirit, though not. fermented. 

1g. [tried many experiments a3 to the quantity of water, and the 
time of ftirring and ftanding, in order:to impregnate and clarify it, and, 
after all, fixed on the forementioned receipt, as the moll. generally ufeful 
‘for making this {alatiferous liquor wéll impregnated, and not offenfive 
to common ftomachs, and’even drank with pleafure by many : in which 
the moft medicinal and active particies, that is, the native faits and vola- 
tile oil of the balfam, being dilentangled and feparated from its grofs oi 
-and vifcous refin, do, combined together, form a fine baifamic and vege- 
table foap, which notonly can pafs the ftomach and prime vie, bute 
alfo infinuate itfelf into the minuteft capillaries, and freely pervade the 
whole animal fyftem; and that in fuch full proportion .and measure, as 
fuiteth every cafe and conflitution. 

29. The foregoing general confiderations put me upon making experi- 
ments in many various and unlike cafes, which otherwife J fhould never 
have theught of doing, and the fuccefs anfwered my hopes. Philofophi- 
cal principles led me to make fafe trials, and on thofe trials is founded my 
opinion of the falutary virtues of Tarwater, which virtues are recommend- 
ed from, and depend on, experiments and matters of fact, and neither 
ftand nor fail with any theories or fpecujative principles whatever. How- 
beit, thofe theories, as ‘I faid, enlarged my views of this medicine, led me 
to a greater variety of trials, and thereby engendered and nourifhed my 
fufpicion, thatit isa panacea. I have been the more prolix in thefe 
particulars, hoping that, toas many as fhall candidly weigh and ag ess 

; Them, 
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them, the high opinion I conceive of this medicine will not feeny alto- 
gether. an effect of vain prepoffcflion, or blind empiric rafinefs, but rather 
the refult of free thought and enquiry, and grounded on my beft reafon, 
judgment and experience. 

21. Thofe who have only the good of mankind at heart, will give this 
medicine fair play; if there be any who act from other motives, the pub- 
lic will look fharp, and beware.. Todo jultice to Tarwater, as well ag - 
to thofe who drink it, regard muft be had to the particular flrengih and’ 
cafe of the patients. Grievous or inveterate maladies muft not be treated 
ascommon cafes. I cured a horrible cafe, a gangrene in the blood, which’ 
had broke out in feveral fores, and threatened {peedy death, by obliging 
‘the perfon to drink nothing but this liquor for feveral weeks, as much 
and as often as his ftomach would bear. Common fenfe will direét a 
proportionable conduét in the other cafes. But this muff be left to the 
con{cience and difcretion of the givers and takers. 7 

22. After all that can be faid, it is moft certain, that a panacea founds 
odd, and conveys fomewhat fhocking to the ear and fenfe of moft men, 
who are wont-to rank the univerfal medicine with the philofopher’s ftone, 
and the fquaring of the circle ;. whereof the chief, if not fole reafon, I 
take to be,, that ic is thought incredible the fame thing fhould produce 
contrary effects, as it mutt do, if it cures oppofite diftempers. And yet 
this-is no more than every day’s experiénce verifies. Milk, for inflance, 
makes fome coftive, and. others laxative : this regards the pofibility of 
a panacea in general ; as for Tarwater in particular, I do not fay it is 
a panacea, I only /u/pe it to be fo.—Time and trial will thew. 

23. But Iam mott fincerely perfuaded, from what I have already feen 
and tried, that Tarwater riay be drank with great fafety and fuccefs, for 
the cure or relief of moft, if notall difeafes; of ukers, itch, fcald-heads, 
leprofy, king's evil, cancers, the foul difea/e, and all Soul cafes, fcurvies of ail 
kinds, diforders of the lungs, flomach and dowels, in rheumatic, gouty and. 
nepbretic ailments, megrims, inveterate head achs, epilepfies, pleurifies, perip- 
meumonits, eryfi, ipelas, fmall-fox, ail kinds of Severs, colics, byfteric and all 
nervous cates ; obffrudions, dropfiés, decays, and other maladies. Note, that. 
for agues it Should be drank warm and often, in {mall glaffes, both in and 
out of the fit, and continued for feveral days to prevent a relapfe. Nor 
is it of ufe only i in the care of fickne/i, it is alfo ufeful to preferve health, 
and guard againft infection, and 72 fome meafure even againft old age, as it 
gives lafting /pirits, and invigorates the blood. I am even induced, by 
the nature and analogy of things, and its wonderful fuccefs in Saites of 
all kinds, to think that Tarwater may be very ufeful againft the plague, 
iy as a prefervative and a cure. 

But I doubt no medicine can withftand that execrable plague of 
diflilled fpirits, which do all, without exception (there being a cauflic and 
coagulating quality in all diftilled fpirits, whatever the fubjeét or ingre- 
dients may be) operate as a flow poifon, preying on the vitals, and waft- 
ing the health and flrength of body and foul; which peft of human kind 
is, lam told, gaining ground in this country, already too thin of inhabi- 
tants.

1. YOUR attention to whatever promotes the public good of your 
country, or the common benefit of mankind, having engaged you in a 
particular enquiry concerning the virtues and effects of Tarwater, you 
are entitled'to know what further difcoverics, obfervations and reflec- 
tions T have made on that fubjedt. 

_ 2. Tarwater, in the feveral editions of Siris, hath been direfed to be 
made by ftirring, 3, 4, 5 or 6 minutes, a gallon of water, and a quart of 
tar. But although it feem beft made, for general ufe, within thofe li- 
mits, yet the ftomach of the patient is the beft rule, whereby to direct the 
ftrength of the water; with a little more flirring, 6 quarts of good Tar- 
water may be made from one of tar; and with 8 minutes ftirring, I have 
known a gallon of Tarwater produced from fecond band tar, which proved 
a good remedy ina very bad fever, when better tar could not be had. Forthe 
ule of travellers, a Tarwater may be made very ftrong, for inftance, with r 
quart of water, anda quart of tar, ftirred together for the {pace of zo minutes, 
A bottle of tiiis may ferve long on a road, a little being put to each glafs 
of common wrter, more or lefs, 2s you would have it ttronger or weaker. 
Near 10 years ago, a quart of about this ftrength was given to an old 
woman, to be taken at one draught, by direction of a young lady, whe 
had confulted one in my family about the method of preparing and 
giving Tarwater, which yet fhe happened to miflake. But even thus, ic 
did fervice in the main, though it wrought the patient violently all manner 
of ways. Which fhews thai errors and excefles in Tarwater, are not fo 
dangerous as in other medicines. 

3. The belt tar ltake to be that which is mof liquid, or firf? running 
from the billets of fir or pine, which grew on the mountains: it hath a 
greater fhare of thofe antifcorbutic vegetable juices, which are contained 
not only in the leaves and tender tops, butin all parts of the wood; and 
theéfe, together with the /alts of wocdsoot, being in the compofition of tar 
fuperadded to turpentine, render ‘Tarwater a medicine, if am not mifta- 
ken, moch more extenfive and efficecious than any that can be obtained 
from furpentine alone. 

4. The virtues of the wood-juices thew themfelves in fpruce-beer, 
made of molaffes and the black (pruce fir in the northern parts of Amerj- 
¢a; and the young foots of our common fpruce-fir have been put to 
mait-liquor in my own family, and made a very wholefome drink. 

. §. Parwater feldom fails to cure, or relieve, when rightly made of 
goed tar, and duly taken. JT fay, of good #ar, becaufe the vile pradlace of 
adulcerating tar, or of felling the dregs of tar, or ufed tar for frefh, is 
grown frequent, to the great, wrong of thofe who take it. Whoever hath 
Been ufed to good Tarwater, can readily difcern the dad by its flat talte, 
void of that warm cordial! quality found in the former; it may alfo be 
expedient for knowing frefh tar, toobferve, whether a fat of/y /cum floats 
on the top of the water, which is found ie be muth lefs, if any at all, on the 
Jetind making of Tarwater.

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6. This medicine of Tarwater worketh various ways, by urine, by per- 


JStivration, as ajudorific, carminative, cardiac, aftringent, detergent, reflorative,. - 


-alterative, and fometimes as a gentle purgative or emetic, according to the 
cafe or confticution of the patient, or to the quantity that is taken ; and 
its operation fhould not be difturbed. I knew two brothers ill of a fever 
about the fame time ; it wrought on the one by copious /qweating, on the 
other altogether by urzze; and] have known it to aét at different times 
differently. even.on the fame perfon,and in the fame diferder; one while 
as a diaphoretic, or fudorific, another as a.diuretic. Its general character is 
diuretic, which fhews, that it cleanfeth the urinary paflages, preventing 
thereby both fone and gravel, againft which it hath been found very ule- 
ful, and) much fafer than mineral waters, by .reafon of its balfamic heal- 
ang quality. : 

7. Tarwater doth recover and impart vital heat, but imparts wo in- 
flaming heat. | have fcen a wonderful cure wrought on a child about 
eight years old, and paft all hopes, by pouring feveral fpoonfuls of Tar- 
water down his throat, as he lay quite fubdued by a .moff violent fevers 
awithout any appearance of fenfe or mation, the noftrils drawn back, the 


eyes fixed, the complexion deadly wan, And yet Tarwater, foiced 


down by, {poonfuls, feemed tokindle up life anew; and this after 
fage tea, faffron, milk water, Venice treacle, Sc, had been ufed without 
any fuccels. : 

8. This is of itfelf a fufficient cordial, friendly and congenial to the 
vital heat and {pirits of a mean. If therefore frong liquors are in the ac- 
cuftomed quantity fuperadded, the blood being already, by Tarwater,. 
fuficiently warmed for vital heat, the ftrong liquors fuperadded will be 
apt to over-heat it, which over-heating is not to be imputed to the 
Tarwater, fince, taken alone, I could never obferve it attended with that 
dymptom. ) 

g. And though it may be no eafy matter to perfuade fuch as have, 
long indulged themfelves in the free ufe of ffrong fermented /iquors, and

the fame time thatit cools, gives life and fpirit. tis, in'truth, a /pecife 
for all kinds of fevers; the fame medicine, which is a letfurely alterative 
in chronical difordérs, being taken in larger quantities, isa fpeedy cure 
in acute ones: : 

.11. Thofe who, without knowledge’ or experience of Tarwater, have 
been fo active and earneft to difcredit its virtdes, have much to anfwer 
for, efpeciaily with regard to acute ixflammatory difiempers, in which it 
doth wonders. It is in thofe diforders, fo fatal and frequent, that t 
have had moft opportunities of obferving its virtues, nor can the

I may add, that tar (mixed 
with Aoney to make it léfs offenfive) and taken inwardly, is an admirable 
~ balfam for the lungs; and a little of this, taken together with Tarcvaver,

That though ‘the 
number and variety of cures performed by it are equally ungucilionable 
and furprizing, and he is far from the leait iaclination-to depreciate thofe 
virtues from which fo many have received benefit, yet there want neither 
arguments nor examples to jattify a fufpicion, that in feveral cafes -Tar- 
water is capable of doing Jarm, when either prepared or ufed impreperly, 

“* That the gro/s, refinous parts of the Tar can communicate nothing to 
cold water but what is hurtful: on which principle it is agreed that 
Tarwater fhould not be madetwice of the fame Tar. That the” light 
etherealoils {thereof} are fo fiery, cauliicand inflammatory, that they cannot 
be fafely adminiftered internally without as much Caution as is necefMlary to 
effential oils : aad itis accordingly agreed that they ought to be feparated by 
dkimiming or filtering. That the deuvy, gros, balf. ‘burnt oils and gums, which 
i nk tothe bottom of the Tarwater, or of the acid juice, and therewith make 
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@ compound muddy liquor, are alfo rejected by confent as an internal medi- 
cine, for reafons much of the fame nature. So that we are reduced to feek 
the medical virtues of Tar in the clear, greenifo, acid liquor: and here 
@nly he believes they will be found to refide. That this feems to, be the 
native, nourifbing Jap of the vegetable ; and confifts of a pure water, im-

And that 
rhis compound therefore appears to be 8 true, wolatile, fluid, acid foap; and 
both from its compofition and experience will be found an excellent atte- 
wuating, deobfiruent, alterative medicine. 

‘‘ That for trying the goodnefs of Zar before, or Tarwater after it is 
made, he recommends to pour a little thereof on fome bits of chalk; if 
an effervefcence does nat prefently follow, then we may be fure the 
Tar or Tarwater is not fit for our ufe ; but the ftrongerthe effervefcence 
proves, fo much the better are they to be accounted. 

«© That he has all along taken it for granted, that ‘Tar is poffefled of 
excellent virtues, which it communicates to cold water by infufion ; that 
this cannot be denied, becaufe a multitude of fads have appeared to vouch 
it, fice the firft publication of the benevolent Bifhop of Cloyne’s learned, 


elegant, entertaining recommendation of it. 


‘© That as experience is the fureft teft, he appeals to the immemorial 
practice of thofe who live near the places where Tar is ufually made < 
who, inflructed by chance, and convinced by experience, ufe Tarwater 
for all complaints ; they drink the pure acid liquor which fwims natu- 
rally onthe furface of the Tar, after all.the gro/s parts have fubfided, 
and the ethereal oil is fkimmed off. Some take it alone, others mingled 
with alittle water, And it has alfo been Jomg ufual, even among us [in 
and about London] for confumptive, decayed, worn out people, to repair 
to the Red-Houfe at Deptford, as their laft refort, there drink the clear 
Jiquor from the barrelled Tar, and be cured.”
